NVo Imvo ivail with !i coiiHidiiniblu 
amount uf rt'j^rut and (lisiippointniunt tin; 
order in council of tho -L'Olli April last, 
oiiibuilyint; ruguhitiona fur the tlispusiil uf 
Doiniaiun lunda within theraihviiy holt in 
the province of Uritiali Columbia. Wlit-n 
the Sottloiiiejit Act was pa.saud it wan 
pfessly provided that/ioiia aottlers who 
had miidu Hubstantial iiupruvutnuutH on 
any of thu lands within tho rudway bolt 
should };ot tliuir lands at Bueh |)ricea a.s 
ahouU! bo chariiod to settlers ixeiierully . 
It was, howover, arraiifjud with Sir Alo.x - 
liuder Oaiupbcll, and siib3e(|iiently con 
finned by the privj' council, that the price 
at which lands nhould bo sold to actual 
settlers aluiuld bo one dollar per acre. 
This was n solenin ngruoiiient made with 
tho provincial ijovcrninent in writiiii,'. It 
was announced by Sir Clia.s. 'I'lippor in 
tho cumnions and by Sir .Vle.xandor Cain|>- 
boll in the soimto, and can be n^id in 
JBansard, that the price to sotllora would 
be-^I-per aoro. Tho Dominion govern - 
nibul'!ageati ia Uiia city, acting under in 
stt-uctions from Ottnwa, announced by 
notice in the newapapers and by circular, 
in an-swer to ai)i)licants for land, that the 
price would bo t=l per acre. jVow, when 
we read the labcjriou.-ily wnrki'd iiut order 
it] council, it is painfully manifest to us 
that the proiuises made have been for - 
gotten, that the interests of an import- 
ant class ol the couimunity who have 
been attracted to the province and in- 
duced to settle and make e.\teiiaivo im- 
proveiiiunts upon railway lands on tho 
faith of the Dominion goyernment's 
pledges, have been overlooked or wantonly 
sacrificed. Glauses ]!! to "Jt, headed 
"liomestead rights," ajijiear to have lieim 
intended to apply to the settlers already 
located upon railway lands, and wo note 
that "govornnient price," and "sucli 
price as may be ti.\ed by tho governor in 
council," are substitated for the $1 per 
acre of the acreement. Suh-aeotion 3 of 
Clause II! provides that homeatead entry 
shall only apply to surveyed agricultural 
land. Now, us tho greater portion of tlie 
land aetllod upon is unaurvoyed, under 
tho clause just quoted a settler in unsur- 
voyed districts would bo ruled out. Sec - 
tion 14, however, would seem to meet the 
requirements of tho case by providing 
that whonovor the survey of any town- 
ship has been made, the iomi fuU'. settler 
who shall have made iniprovemonta before 
'the survey shall have a prior right to ob- 
tain homestead entry to the land settled 
Upon for the space of three months. This 
again is followed by Clause 15, which, 
after providing for a person locating upon 
unaurveyod land, winds up by saying that 
such location shall givo to no person any 
rights whatovot against the Crown. This 
appears to us to be not only unjust to the 
settlers on its morits but in contravention 
of the agreement embodied in the Settle- 
ment Act. It is certainly a cool proposi- 
tion, to say the least, to tell a man that' 

."oCfanci, feut tbarafter liaving done so he 
shall bo deemed to have no rights what- 
ever to tho land so occupied and im- 
proved. Clause L'-l and aub sections, re- 
ferring as they do exclusively to Manitoba 
and the Northwest territories, are with- 
out meaning, and are absurdly out of 
place . Clause 27 interpreted literally 
would stir up a hornet's nest about 
tho ears of the minister of tho interior 
if he att<'iii|iled to enforce ils |)ro- 
viaiona among the crcnvn grantees of 
land within the railway belt. Kvcry 
person who has acipiired land in the 
province .since iHfiS has boon held 
to be the owner of all minerals other than 
gold and silver which miuhl bo on, in or 
under the land conveyed to him by crown 
grant! Clause '17, however, coolly say.s 
that all such, whose lands are within the 
limits of the forty mile ludt, sliall have 
no right to any niiiunals whether haKo or 
otherwise, for none liave been expressly 
conveyed. Clauses L'8 to .'iS, referring to 
,watoT privilogua, are taken from tlie pro 
vincial land act without cIliulju save such 
as are necessary to put D..iiiini jii. olMcera 
in place uf provincial. (Jlaii.tea o!) to 05 are 
mostly taken from the provincial timber 
act; but the changes which have been 
made both as to the regulations and the 
scale of foes are so onerous that they will 
Wofk a complete wreck of lb., industry in 
the province within tim limit.s of the "ril- 
way belt. In the provincial act tho price 
of a licen.se IS .SiO per aoiiuin. The Uomin- 
ion regulation.-) lis tlie price for the same 
at §60 per annum. For every tree cut by 
the licBiisao the provincial act reijuirt-s 
tho payment of 1.5 cents; tho Doininiiiii 
governim^nt re(|uires HO jents for each 
tree, Th(! provincial goveriinu'iit charges 
20 cents per thousand feet board ineasi^ri! 
of lumber cut. The Dominion govi^ii- 
ment charge 75 cents pur thousand. This 
StnoUilt, too, has to bo paid before the 
loRS leave tho ground where they are cut, 
an officer rccpiiriiig to be prn.scnt at every 
camp to scale and eidleet. If a boom of 
logs should be caught in a gale of wind en 
rDute to thu mill, after having boon scaled 
and paid for at the higli figure provhled, 
that would bo the misfortune of tho lum 
bermau; tho Dominion revenue receipts 
would iiot bo affected thereby. Wben it 
ia roinonibered that the provincial govern- 
ment and legislature, anxious as thoy are 
to mako as much lovenuo out of the tim- 
ber wealth of tho country, and oonvoraant 
as they are with tho looal timber trade, 
have been unable to attempt to collect fees 
under tho local act of more than about a 
third or a fourth of what is proposed un- 
der tho Dominion regulations, it may be 
aafoly inferred that it was felt that to do 
BO would be to paralyze she lumber trade 
of the country. If that bo the case, and 
we boliovo it to bo literally so, then to tre- 
ble or quadruple tho provincial rates as 
the Dominion government does, inuHt 
mean that tho trade in future is to have 
no o.\istenco on the Dominion lands of 
the province. This is a moat serious out- 
ook; one which should require the gov- 
ernment and people of this country to en- 
ter a united protest. What are our mem- 
bers at Ottawa doing that thoy aro not 
making the walls of parliament ring with 
their remonstrances against tho unjust, 
tho crippling, crushing regulations, which 
tho federal govornmunt aro putting in op- 
eration in regard to the British Columbia 
lands generally, which have passed into 
their hands, but particularly in regard to 
the timber lands / Where is Mr. Homer 
whose constituents aro moro particularly 
affected by thi.s question at this crisis / 
Lot him insist upon tho lands within the 
belt being aold according to, agreement to 
actual settlors nt §!i per aero so that the 



hundreds of families of immigrants who 
have jeen induced by fair prouiisi's to set- 
tle and make cTttensivV) iinproviiieiits on 
these lands shall be allowed in evory in- 
stance to reap tho fruit of their labor, and 
secure their homesicads on thosaiiio terms 
and conditions as settlers in other portions 
of the provi'icecaii ibtain it under prov.u- 
cial law.

Notwithntaiidiiig all that has been aaid 
in regard to iho weakness of the British 
navy, it is relatively more powerful - than 
before, conaiatiug, aa it iloes, of modern 
armored b.ittle ships, as fellows; I'^leveii 
of the turret type, carrying e.ich four 
guns, from 4;i to 80 tons, ten of the 
broadaiilo tyjie, carrying from .S to 12 
guns, of from I'J to "Jo tons ouch; aeveii 
belted, from -t to 12 guns, of 12 to 18 
loiia each, and fifty three modern uii- 
arniored ahipa above 1,100 tons, all armed 
with modern rifles; besides, there are ton 
heavy armored ships ami twenty uu- 
ariiiored 8hi|ia buildiiiL;. lii tbe event of 
war, the admiralty can also command the 
services of the auxiliary niarinu. 

The Russian naval fleet consists of only 
Qvo armored ships lit fur battle at sea and 
thirteen modern unarmorod ships. Hor 
inorcantilo marine c.uisisia of but 187 
steamera of l;!8,()72 tons. About ono 
fourth of tho veaaola aro engaged iu trad 
ing to foreign countries, principally (bir - 
many and England, and thu remainder 
are coaating vossols, many of them bo- 
longing to Greeks sailing under the Rus- 
aiaii Hag. Not included in tho above aro 
about -100 steamera on tho lakes and rivers 
of the empire, mostly on the river V.dga 
and its atUuuuts. None of these ships 
possess the speed rei|uired at the present 
day ns privateers, which would be a 
strong weapon in tho hands uf Russia, 
with little shipping, against a power like 
Groat Britain, with a vast iiiercantile 
marine, were it not that both I5ngland 
and Russia aro partiea to the declaration 
of Paris, made in 1850, by which privateer- 
ing is abolished by consent of all Euro- 
pean countries except Spain. 

Yet notwitbstaudiug those facts, a war 
between the two powera would bo a very 
serious matter for England, with her gri.'at 
inorcantilo marine, conaiatiug of ,5,800 
ateain and 18,000 sailing voasols. 2,02.5 
steam vessels and 3,71Ii sailing vessels aro 
employed in the foreign trade, by which 
is carried the enormous vtdume of trade, 
amounting in tho aggregate to the estima- 
ted value of S:;i,;i'J(l,'2ri0,0Oi», about ^100,- 
000.000 of which goes by the Suez canal. 
Thia trade ia her life; it feeds her |)eople, 
and these ahipa bring to them tlieintereat 
on five thimsund inillioiis of dollaia in- 
vested iu foreign o<mntries. A declara- 
tion of war would be a signal for Alabam- 
as to escapo from nenlral ports for the 
pijrpoflO of capture and destruction. 'I'o 
moot this and to protect their coaling ata- 
tlons, the British navy must make an ef 
fectivo police of the aeaa in aliape of nie.ii- 
of-war capable of beating in speed an.l 
lighting (|ualitics the best that the enemy 
can send against her.

From this diBtributiug centre British 
manufactured goods are Sent off to almost 
every market in Obina.: 

Singapore, the next station on the road 
from tho farther oast after leaving Hong- 
kong, lies 1,500 miles from tbe latt.'r and 
ii)iniil. 1,(1(10 miles ftom Ceylon. 'I'be island 
of Singapore forms part of the Straits S.^t- 
tloiuent, which has been iu the banils of 
British since 1810. Being a free port and 
lying on the direct route U) the (Jhina seas 
its coniinenMal importance is very consider- 
ablo. In 1882 its imports and exports were' 
valued at §125,000(000 aud the number of 
ships entering and clearing'' aro upward of 
8,000 per aunmu. It is not only a trading 
station, but it oommaudH tho commuuicatiou 
betwocu tho extreme eaataiid tho .Vnstralian 
coloiiioa. Tho Htoamers plying lielweeu 
Europe aud China, .lava and .■Vuatraliii call 
at Singapore, tho coaling station of tho 
Malay Archipelago. The whole west shore 
of the towu is lined with coal sheds, con- 
tainiug never less than :j(K),OUQ tons. It 
was bore that thu Alabama cOaled aud re- 
paired.

DIRECTORS ANNUAL REPORT. 

Gentlemen, — In presenting our Report I'or 1884, we have to iul'orin you tluit both the 'Hospital as 
well as the Convalescent Home, has been during the 5'ear nearly always as full as tlie aecoiniuoihitions would 
permit, and at times during tlie •wdnter every available space was occupied, the largo additions Lu our popula- 
tion both from foreign "lus well as provincial, is taxing our space and resources to the utmost limit, and 
provision must soon bo made for greater accommodations and more funds, if the institution is to be kept 
pace with the growing roqniremonts. 

Since the lust annual meeting Mr. Peter Haiick, wlio liad filled the otlicc of Steward, was recommended 
to resign, and on Srd September, Mr. and Mrs. Jannosou were temporally appointed a.s Steward and Matron, 
and on Oct. 1st their appointments were confirmed. ■ 

The Directors have during the past year made enquiries for the purpose of accepting the proposal 
made by H. C. Jieeton, Esq., the Provincial agent in England, towards erecting a modern Hospital, but Iiave 
found groat difliculty in obtaining suitable grounds in or near the City, the present location being considered 
not entirely suitable, the question being of moment will be a subject for the consideration of the new Board 
of Directors. 

. The Hospital has been kept in ethcient condition, and the visiting Surgeon lias lieon attentive and 
active in his duties. 

Tiie report of the Treasurer which accompanies this, will sliow that although oconomy has lioon 
practiced, that the increased sickness consequent upon the growth of the City shows conelusivoly that uiDrt' 
funds wiR be required for use of the next year, to keep the institution up to its present excellent standartl. 

The iledicid Oflicer has attoiulod and dispensed medicines to about 300 in and out patients, .showing 
that nmch good work has been achieved. 

On 81st Decembsr the Board of Directors met with a severe lo!ii.s in tlie death of the late Potor 
McQuade, a good co-worker who wa.s always ready to give time and a.ssistance. The Govenunent appointed 
Mr. T. Lubbe to fill the vacancy. 

The Directors are of opinion that the contract system for the supply of one year for groceries, beof 
and coal should bo adopted. * 

The Directors beg to thank the \'^ancouver Coal Company anil Messrs. Dunsmuir for their generous 
donations of coal, and to many ladies and gentlemen for their support of the institution.

A more liberal support from the public is thus imperative, and it is hoped that this will be generally 
recognized in the future.
